Interior’s Bureau of Comnier- 
cial Fisheries says that oysters 
usually reach their Peak of per. 
fection in May and June - months 
that have no “R” in them. 

Oysters are fatter and taste bet- 
ter in spring, the Bureau says, 
because at this time they begin 

glycogen, an 
starch, in preparation for the 
spawning season in summer. 

During summer and early fall, 
oysters become thinner, their nec. 
tar becomes comparatively watery 
and their flavor declines. The 
fattening cycle usually does not 
resume until October or November. 

The harvest of oysters, however, 
usually begins in September or 
October - at a time when oysters 
generally are not at their best.
